Blockhouse Replica 

Have you toured the blockhouse replica that 
stands at the original site? It was built 
through the efforts of the Macon Chapter of 
the Daughters of the American Revolution 
and with help from Works Progress Admini¬ 
stration in 1938. It is opened to the public. 

The Original Fort 

Was begun in 1806 ... under the supervision 
of Benjamin Hawkins, US Indian Agent. The 
site overlooks the mounds at Ocmulgee Na¬ 
tional Monument and the historic City of 
Macon, GA. Hawkins was Indian Agent for 
areas south of the Ohio River. He served meri¬ 
toriously in this capacity for 30 years. He 
eventually retired in the Middle Georgia area 
where he stayed active in Native American af¬ 
fairs. 

Fort Hawkins was important for security 
during the early years of the 19th century, giv¬ 
ing a safe atmosphere to Newtown which later 
became Macon GA.
